Teacher Aides 


HELP WANTED 


From the average person’s point of view, the 
decision to use teacher aides for purely non¬ 
professional duties in schools makes a lot of good, 
common sense. 

Certain time-consuming clerical and supervisory 
duties can certainly be handled by non-professional 
assistants, thus freeing the highly-trained professional 
teacher for more classroom instruction. In many 
respects the idea is similar to the now widely accept¬ 
ed use of nurses’ aides in hospitals, where they per¬ 
form routine duties that formerly occupied much of 
the time of highly skilled professional nurses. 

The duties tiiat teacher aides can perform are 
many: completing routine forms, typing, handling 
textbook rentals, operation of duplicating equipment, 
supervision of lunchrooms and playgrounds, prepara¬ 
tion and maintenance of teaching equipment, etc. 

The teacher aide program will be used on a 
limited scale this year, at Vulcan, Champion and 
Brant schools, and should result in greater utiliza¬ 
tion of time by the professional teaching staffs.

If both husband and wife receive the Old Age Security Pension, and have no other income, both 
qualify for the $30 a month supplement, assuring them a minimum of $210 a month. If married 
pensioners have a combined income of less than $1440 a year, not including their Old Age 
Security pensions, each may qualify for a supplement at a reduced rate. 


Application Forms: 

An application form and a booklet containing details of the guaranteed income supplement will be 
mailed to all Old Age Security pensioners during February. They will be asked to read the booklet 
carefully and fill in the application form at once. Married pensioners are asked that each fill in an 
application form and mail the two in the same envelope. Income does not include war service 
pensions, gifts from relatives and money from a number of other sources. A list of 
items not considered as income is shown on the application form and in the informa¬ 
tion booklet.
